Continue the Powers of the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners in Ireland, and to amend the Laws 
in force for the Relief of the destitute Poor, and 
for the Management of Medical Charities in 
Ireland. 

W HEREAS the Provisions of an Act of the Tenth and Preamble. 

Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Ninety, relating *$ lvbt 
to the Constitution and Appointment of Commissioners iVgrisVict. 
for administering the Laws for the Reliet ot the Poor in Ireland, Secre- e.68. 

5 taries, Inspectors, and other Officers, were continued from 1 hue to Time, 
and by an Act passed in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Years of Her 
Majesty, Chapter Sixty-three, such Provisions were further continued 
until the Twenty-third Day of July One thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-nine and thenceforth until the End of the present Session of Par- 
10 liament, and it is expedient that the Commission for administering the 
Laws for the Relief of the Poor hi Ireland, as constituted under the said 
Act and an Act of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of the Reign 
of Her Majesty, Chapter Sixty-eight, should be further continued for 
a limited Time - ; Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
IS Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
[Bill 262.] and 
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and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The Commissioners appointed by Her Majesty, or to be appointed 
by Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, under the Authority of 
the said last-mentioned Acts or either of them, together with every 5 
Person by the said Acts or either of them constituted by virtue of 
his Office such Commissioner, and every Inspector and other Officer 
and Person appointed or to be appointed by the Commissioners, under 
the Provisions of the said recited Act of the Tenth and Eleventh 
Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, Chapter Ninety, now in force, iq 
shall, unless he shall previously resign or be removed, or otherwise 
cease to hold his Office, be empowered to hold his Office and exercise 
the Powers thereof, under the said last-mentioned Acts or either 

of them, until the Twenty-third Day of July One thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-one, and thenceforth until the End of the then 15 
next Session of Parliament, and until the Expiration of the said 
Period it shall be lawful for Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, 
from Time to Time, at Pleasure, to remove the Commissioner or 
Commissioners for the Time being appointed by Her Majesty, or 
to be appointed by Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, under 20 
the said Acts or either of them, and upon every Vacancy in the 
Office of the Commissioner or Commissioners so appointed or to 
be appointed, either by Removal, Death, Resignation, or otherwise, 
to appoint, as in the said x\cts or either of them is described, some 
other fit Person to the said Office. 25 

II. And whereas by the said Act passed in the Tenth and Eleventh 
Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, Chapter Ninety, the said 
Commissioners are empowered from Time to Time, subject to the 
Approval of the Lord Lieutenant, to appoint so many fit Persons as 
shall be allowed by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury 30 
to be Inspectors to assist in the Execution of the Acts for the Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland ; and by the said Act, passed in the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Years of the Reign of Her Majesty, Chapter Sixty- 
eight, the said Commissioners are empowered from Time to Time to 
appoint so many fit Persons as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 35 
Treasury shall sanction, having the Qualification therein described, 

to be Inspectors, to assist in carrying out the Provisions of the 
said last-mentioned Act: Be it enacted, That every Inspector 
appointed or hereafter to be appointed, under the Provisions of the 
said Act of the Tenth and Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, to assist 40 
in the Execution of the Acts for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland, 
shall be deemed to be an Inspector under the Provisions of the said 
Act of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of Her Majesty, and shall 
be empowered to assist in carrying out the Provisions of the said last- 

mentioned 
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mentioned Act, as fully and effectually as if he had been appointed 
under such Act, notwithstanding that he may not possess the 
Medical Qualification required by such Act; and in like Manner 
every Inspector appointed or to be hereafter appointed under the 
5 Provisions of the said Act of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years of 
Her Majesty shall be deemed to be an Inspector, under the Provisions 
of the said Act of the Tenth and Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, and 
shall be empowered to assist in carrying out the Provisions of the 
said last-mentioned Act, as fully and effectually as if he had been 
10 appointed under that Act : Provided always, that it shall be lawful 
for the Commmissioners, in any Case in which they shall direct 
Inquiry to be made into any Matter connected with the Admi- 
nistration of the Laws for the Relief of the Poor, or connected with 
the Execution of the said Act of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Years 
15 of Her Majesty, to associate together for the Purpose of such 
Inquiry, if they shall see fit to do so, an Inspector appointed under 
the said Act of the Tenth and Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, and 
an Inspector appointed under the said Act of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Years of Her Majesty, and such Inspectors shall in such 
Case make a joint Inquiry concerning the Matters in question: 
20 Provided also, that if at any Time there shall be Ten Inspectors 
appointed under the said recited A cts| not less than Three of them 
shall possess the Qualification required by the said last-recited Act 
of having been practising Physicians or Surgeons of Seven Years 
standing previously to the Time of their Appointment, and in no less 
25 Proportion for any Number less or greater than Ten. 
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
